Tien Tsin, June 11—Telegraphic communication between here and Pe- 


kin was interrupted this morning. 


A special left at five this evening with 30 British troops to guard Tong 


Shan. The number is considered inadequate. 


The viceroy refused permission to 500 German, French and British troops 


to depart on another special, but the troops took forcible possession of the 
train and cleared away the crowd at the point of the bayonet. 


Tien Tsin, Sunday—It is learned but that for the firmness of the United 


States consul, Captain McCalla of the Newark in charge of the American 
landing party, and the British consul, there would have been further delay in 
dispatching the international guards to Pekin, and a majority of the forces 
would not have been British. 


At a meeting of the consuls and commanders of the troops yesterday eve- 


ning, when the necessity for the immed iate dispatch of the troops was con- 
sidered, representatives of two European powers Questioned the necessity and 
afterwards disparaged the idea that the British force ahoula preoonderate. 
The Anglo-Americans, however insisted and carried their ooint.

Filipino republic and lawful head of 
the jftate," that Major Hale should se- 
cure first Aguinaldo's permossion and 
then the Bt/nolenea would agree to his 
occupation.

ade they could not be expected, to at- 
tempt resistance, therfore the presi- 
dent and congress of the renubllc of

tadt. Buller To Join Roberts. 


London, June 11—Lieutenant-General Sir Porestier-Walker, in command 


of the lines o-f communication in South Africa reports that in the disaster to 
the British troops, June 7, at Koode ville, where the Boers cut Lord Rob- 
erts' line of communication, the fourth battalion Derbyshire regiment was all 
killed, wounded or taken prisoners except six enlisted men. 


Two officers and 15 men were killed and five officers and 73 men severely 


wounded. 


The Boers returned the wounded to the British. 
The officers killed, were Lieutenant-Colonel Baird-Douglas and Lieutenant 


Hawley. 


It is inferred the Boers captured over 500 men and as late as the 15th held 


positions cutting off the British forces North ot Kr0nOstadt from reinforce- 
ments.

BLOOBY DAY AT SI LOUIS 


Three Persons Killed and Sev- 


eral Wounded in a Conflict 


With the Posse 


St. Louis, June 11.—Yesterday w&i on« 


of the most eventful and bloody days 
since the great strike on the St. Lou-lj 
transit lines-began, more than one month 
ago. There were numerous encounter! 
between strikers and other individuals 
and the constitit^d authorities, result- 
ing in three <Jieat,.s and the wounding ol 
five or more persons, mostly strikers 
One of the latter will die. 


The day was quiet until the afternoon, 


when the police were taken, oft a numbei 
of street ear lines for the purpose of giv- 
ing them a rest and to teat the ability ol 
th« transit company to operate without 
friction. Cars were in operation during 
the day time on all the lines of th« 
transit company except the Southwest- 
ern. Last night cars were run undei 
police protection until midnight on thi 
Park Avenue, Olive Street, LJndell divl- 
sion and Laole<Je Avenue line. 


The most serious trouble broke out be- 


tween 6 and 7 o'clock in f rent of a build- 
ing on Washington avenue, between 
Broadway and SiJtiJs. streets, occupied 
by the sheriff's poaee comitatus as a 
barracks and headquarters. Several 
hundred striking street car men had 
gone to East St. Louis earlier in the daj 
to attend a picnic given for their benefit 
at Wolff's grove. Toward evening they 
began returning home singly, In groups 
of two or three and others in companies 
of a hundred or more. No serious trou- 
ble occurred until one of these com- 
panies, composed of nearly ISO street 
car men in uniform, and headed by a 
drum corps, came west on Washington 
avenue. In thair caps some of them had 
cards bearing these words: "Union 01 
nothing; liberty or death." 


The men were marching along the 


sidewalk on the south side of Washing- 
ton avenue, opposite the posse barracks. 
They were In a jocular snood and as neai 
as caja be learned bsvd n» intention oi 
making any trouble. Just as they were 
passing the barracks, a car of the Park 
Avenue division was going west. A num- 
ber of the men broke from the line and 
rushed for the oar. A brick was thrown 
through the oar window and a shot wae 
fired by somebody unknown. 


At the first intimation of trouble mem- 


bers of the sheriff's poese swarmed from 
the building and surrounded the crowd 
of strikers about ttie car, calling upon 
them to disperse. Other shots were fired 
and then some of the deputies turned 
loose their repeating shotguns, loaded 
with buckshot. As far as can be learned 
only four of tlie-men^ta the strikers' 
ranks were hit. Net a deputy was 
wounded even. 


The deputies arrested SO of the striker,, 


and took them to the barracks, where 
they were searched. Three revolvers and 
a number of pocket knjves were secured, 
and the prisoners were talcac to the 
Four courts, where they w«r* locked uj 
pending an Investigation. 


Receiver May Be Asked For. 


Randolph, Vt., June 11.—State In- 


spector Platt, when he discovered that 
the Randolph Savings bank had loot bj 
a shrinkage on certain loans, notified the 
directors of the institution, the shrink- 
age being estimated at from {18.000 to 
$14,000, which wiped out the surplus and 
made inroads on about 5 percent of the 
deposits. The result of the examination 
led to the closing of the bank, and It Is 
understood the court will be asked to 
appoint a receiver.

It was tbe 
key of a situation, Wellington's chance 
was to strike at Badajos before tbe 
French marshals could combine and 
crush him. 
His task was both in front 


of him and behind him. He lacked 
transport; he lacked food for the men; 
the soldiers were eating cassava root 
instead of bread; the bullocks were 
weak and emaciated. All this was the 
doing of tbe parliament at home. 


But Wellington knew that the mo- 


ment to strike had come, and be seems 
to have hesitated very little. Placing 
no faith iu the tongues of the Portu- 
guese, he made his plans with all pos- 
sible secrecy. The guns for the siege 
were loaded on board the transport at 
Lisbon and consigned to a fictitious ad- 
dress. But in the river Sadhao they 
were placed upon smaller vessels, and 
finally they were again landed and 
drawn by bullocks to Eloas, a post In 
the possession of the allies. Having 
stationed two-thirds of his force under 
General Graham and General Hill to 
prevent a most probable Interference 
by Soult and Marmont, Wellington ad- 
vanced, reaching Elo.is on the llth of 
March, 1812. He bad made the most 
Incredible exertions. 


The stupidity of the Portuguese had 


Vied with the stupidity of tbe govern- 
ment at home. Wellington had been 
carrying the preparation for tbe cam- 
paign upon bis own shoulders. If be 
was to win Badajos, he was to win It 
•with no help save that from gallant 
•nd trustworthy subordinates. He was 
111 withal. Even his strangely steel- 
like nature bad bent beneath the trou- 
ble of preparation amid such Indiffer- 
ence. But on March 16 fivreaiufu, witii 
three divisions, crossed tne Guardlana 
on pontoons and flying bridges, drove 
tbe enemy's outposts and invested 
Badajos.— Stephen Cran* in New Lip- 
plncott'*.

If an American wants to go abroad 


on a cash capital of $500, there is no 
law to prevent, even if he is a news- 
paper man who has saved and econo- 
mized for six or seven years to get that 
much wealth together.

fbree Britten Offleerat Who DUtln.

Three Incidents which win live lu the 


story of the heroism which tbe South 
African war bas revealed were report- 
ed as follows, according to the London 
Times: lu tbe dramatic tale of thy 
British entry into the Free State capi- 
tal the gallant deed of Major Hunter- 
Weston, whe with ten men passed 
through th«i Boer lines and succeeded 
in cutting the'telegraph lines and also 
in blowing up the railway to the north 
of tbe town, stands out vividly aa an- 
other act of pluck and daring to be 
ad(tol to the records of the British 
army. From Bethulie bridge, in the 
north of Cape Colony, come particulars 
of another gallant deed by a young offi- 
cer, Lieutenant Popham of the famous 
Sherwood Foresters. In a hailstorm of 
Boer missiles be cut the wires the en- 
emy had laid to the mines planned to 
destroy the bridge. Advancing through 
the trenches, be noticed some boxes of 
dynamite ready for use, picked his 
way back1 to his regiment, collected a 
few men and with them again crept 
across the bridge, 1,480 feet—a quarter 
of a mile—long, and under a brisk fire 
took the explosive back to the camp. 


This feat of almost reckless gal- 


lantry, performed in the full glare of a 
South African day, was emulated at 
night by Captain Grant, an engineer 
officer, who traversed the bridge, in 
spite of the Boer guards, and removed 
the dynamite charges from the mine 
borings which the enemy had so care- 
fully prepared, thus putting a final 
touch to the splendid act of Lieutenant 
Popham and the noble defense of the 
bridge by the Derbyshlres, tbe "Old 
Stubborns" of fame. 


Major Hunter-Weston Is an officer 


who had already won distinction, and 
comes of a Scottish family which 
traces its descent far away to pre-Nor- 
man times. His father, Lieutenant 
Colonel G. E. Hunter-Weston of Hunt- 
ersdon, Ayrshire, served through the 
Indian mutiny. He commanded one of 
the outposts throughout the defense of 
the Lucknow residency, while bis wife 
was a daughter of the late Mr. Robert 
Hunter and lady justice of the Order 
of St. John of Jerusalem, of which her 
husband is a knight of justice and 
honorary commander. 


The Captain Grant referred to is ap- 


parently Captain i'allip Gordon Grant, 
who served in the operations In Chitral 
with the relitj; force in 1S95. He is 30 
years of age, and entered the Royal en- 
gineers 12 years ago, reaching his pres- 
ent rank In February of last year. 


Second Lieutenant Kobert Stewart 


Popham must be among the youngest 
officers at ftje front, as he was born 
less than 24 years ago, and joined the 
Sherwood Foresters aboat a year ago. 


It Is worthy of record that the last 


recipient of the Victoria, cross among 
the gallant officers of the Derbyshire 
regiment was Lieutenant Henry Single- 
ton Pennell, whose daring bravery dur- 
ing the czunpfiign on the northwestern 
frontier of India secured him this high- 
ly prized honor. 
The incident for 


which he was awarded the Victorii 
cross occurred at the ee«ond attack on 
the heights of Dargai, when Captain 
Smith was struck down while attempt- 
ing to take a company of the Derby- 
ehires across the fire-ewept zone. Lieu- 
tenant Pennell, then a subaltern, went 
out alone to bring his captain back. 
Under a perfect hail of bullets he 
thrice wises}, him and tried to carry 
him to covet, and only desisted from 
his gallant effort on finding Captain

Held Out Longer Tham 


Fari* or Pleviia. 


The relief of Major General Baden* 


Powell's plucky baud terminates the 
last of the three sieges marking the 
war in South Africa, says the New 
York Commercial Advertiser. 
Tbe 


stubborn defense of Ladysmitb, Kini- 
berley and Mafeklng recalls in point of 
length and gallantry some of the most 
noted sieges of modern times. 


In the Indian mutiny of 1857 Cawn- 


pur resisted Nana Sahib but three 
weeks. Lucknow, however, held out 
66 days and was relieved by General 
Havelock. 
Khartum withstood tbe 


Mahdfs hosts for 11 months, from Feb. 
18, 1884, to Jan. 25, 1885. Save for a 
few Greek merchants, General Gordon 
was tbe only white man in the town. 


The defense of Gibraltar was the 


longest siege hi modern warfare. The 
British garrison, under General Elliot, 
held tbe rock against the combined ar- 
mies of France and Spain from July 5, 
1778, to Nov. 20, 1781. 
Every day for 


weeks 6,000 shells were thrown Into 
the town. The governor issued a proc- 
lamation asking the garrison to sug- 
gest plans for strengthening thp forti- 
fications. Frequent sorties kept tbe 
beleaguered troops from starving, but 
ecurvy claimed almost 14)00 men. The 
eiege of Paris in the Franco-Prussian 
war lasted less than six months, but 
40,000 persons perished from disease 
and hunger. 


Osman Pasha and his Turkish troops 


held the fortress of Plevna from Sept. 
7 to Dec. 10, 1877, against the flower of 
the Russian arm?. The odds were 50 
to 1 against the beleaguered garrison, 
but it resolutely defied the Investing 
enemy. For 12 weeka the Turkish sol- 
diers practically lived witbout food, 
and when tbe last mouthful of rye was 
eaten they sallied forth and plucklly 
tried to cut their way through the 
Russian lines. 


Sevastopol was besieged by the 


French and English armies for 11 
months, from Oct 17, 1854, to Sept. 
0, 1855. In that Investment, however, 
it was tbe besiegers who suffered. 
Within the city there was plenty of 
food. 


In 1809 Napoleon left Joseph Bona 


parte in possession of Madrid. Sara 
gossa still defied the French, and tbe 
city was Invested. Not, however, nn 
til the French Hkd- encceggf nlly storm- 
ed the walls dld'tbe hardest fighting 
begin, f«r eVery street was barricaded 
every houee'w'hs a ''fortress, and thr 
'Spanish peasants contested every Inch 
of the French advance through tb< 
city for 20 d»ys. Not until 30,000 o! 
the Inhabitants bad fallen did tbe gar 
rlson surrender. 


In tbe peninsular war tbe Frenc!< 


garrison withstood tbe British under 
Wellington from March 10 to April 6, 
U12.

HOW f ALC^QUARRIED. 


\TIiere It Cornea From and the Manner of 


It to Market. 


AtLuzenac, in the upper valley of 


the Ariege, talo is quarried on an ex- 
tensive scale in the granite of St. Bar- 
thelemy, a mountain 7,700 feet high 
and about 20 miles from the main chain 
of the Pyrenees. The quarries, which 
are situated about two mUes from the 
summit and 5,900 fzet above the sea, 
ore opened in a bedded deposit, included 
between micaschist below and lower 
Silurian elates, above, which hag been 
followed for about S3, 000 'yards in a 
north and south direction, with a dip of 
about 60 degrees to the east, the thick- 
ness varying from 160 to 1,000 feet as 
does also the composition. Masses of 
limestone and granite, the latter often 
of considerable size, are frequently iound 
included in the silicate of magnesia, 
Which also contains some alumina. 


The best rockas of a brilliant white 


color and feels greasy tothejnucb when 
ground to fine powder. The principal 
quarry, at Tremouin. is worked in the 
open, across the direction of the bed, 
forming two or three terraces 60 feet 
high, the surface covering, 6 to 10 feet 
thick, having been first stripped. Tho 
stuff broken is carried by a level, in the 
bottom of the-qnarry, driven in the foot 
wall of the vein to lie valley of Asiat, 
whence it is hauled in tmllook wagons 
about 12 miles to tbe works of Luzenao, 
where a water power of 90 horsepower 
is obtained from tbe Ariega The me- 
chanical preparation includes, sizing by 
sieves, driving in a rotating cylinder 
furnace, breaking, grinding and sifting. 


Nearly- the whole of tbe product is 


converted into powder, only a small 
part being made into pencils for mark- 
ing out work on metal or sold in tbt 
lump form.— Colliery-Guardian.

tllE SMALL CHILD'S SUMMER DIET. 


By Christine Terhune Herrlck. 


(Continued from last week.) 


The question of children's diet takes on 


an added seriousness when the hot 
TV eatber is upon us. For 1» is a great mis- 
take to give the same food to children 
when the thermometer stands In the 
nineties that should be supplied to them 
when the mercury is nearly down to a 
elngle figure. 
'There are several reasons for this 
change of diet. In the first place, the 
system does not demand the same nutri- 
ment In hot as in cold weather. At the 
latter time It should be thp endeavor of 
the family caterer to give her charges 
food that will raise the heat of the body,— 
fats, starches and other heat and force 
formers. In thf> summer there is no need 
to increase the bodily wai mth. The ani- 
mal heat Is In excess, and the effort 
should be to avoid foods that will create 
caloric. 


Another reason for a lighter diet In 


summer Is that the warmth of the season 
relaxes the system to a degree that ren- 
ders digestion more difficult than in win- 
ter. The gastric powers share in the 
lassitude felt by the rest of the body. If 
the stomach is overloaded or even plied 
a little too assiduously with articles that 
demand hard labour in their assimilation, 
the burdened digestion goes on strike, as 
It were, and shows its disapproval either 
by sulky sluggishness or by active revolt. 


While the child's food should be 


changed in quality and perhaps reduced 
In quantity with the arrival of hot 
•weather, both alterations should be made 
with judgment. The strength must be 
kept up at all hazards, and the study of 
the housekeeper should be to find foods 
that are at once light and nutritious. 


With the very little baby the course Is 


comparatively clear. 
His milk diet 


should have no liberties taken with It, 
and all care should be observed to keep 
it in proper condition. Happy, under such 
circumstances, Is the nursing baby, and 
happy, too, Is the mother. She Is spared 
endless anxiety and care. Lacking the 
natural food for the infant, dletarians 
agree, that all things being considered, 
fresh milk taken from a healthy cow and 
guarded from contamination by hostile 
germs, is more wholesome for babies 
than milk that has been submitted to 
any process for Its preservation, such as 
boiling, Pasteurizing, sterilizing or c-ther 
modification. But in the city, especially 
In summer, it is almost impossible to pro- 
cure milk that is perfectly pure, and it is 
necessary to give it a certain treatment. 
Even when milk is to be sferilized or 
Pasteurized,—tha latter process Is gen- 
erally preferred nowadays,—no precau^ 
tion should be omitted to keep it pure. It 
should be cooled as soon as possible after 
milking and kept cool. If it is allowed to 
become lukewarm even temporarily it 
euffeis by the experience. Until it is to 
be made ready for the baby's use, it 
should be kept in acold place and brought 
to a temperature of about 99 degrees 
when it is fed to the child.

SALMON CROQUETTES. 


Carefully remove the skin and bones 


from any boiled salmon left from the 
dinner and flake it up. Take a teacupf ul 
of the flaked fish and mix with it the 
Juice of half a lemon. Into a saucepan 
put one pint of hot milk, two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and four heaping table- 
spoonfuls of flour seasoned with salt, 
pepper and-celery salt; stir-until smooth, 
when the salmon should be added, cooked 
a few minutes and then all set aside to 
cool. When cold form into croquettes, 
roll in bread crumbs and beaten egg and 
fry. 


PARISIAN CHOCOLATE. 


Break into bits one square of choco- 


late and stir it into two tablespoo-nfuls of 
hot water, add two tablespoonf uls of su- 
gar and cook slowly until smooth. Heat 
one quart of rich milk in a double boiler, 
add the chocolaite mixture and cook ten 
minutes. To serve place In cups and to 
each cup add just before serving a spoon- 
ful of thick whipped cream flavored with 
vanilla. This is nice served with sponge 
cake or lady fingers. 


WHITE BEAN SOUP. 


Select two cupfuls of white beans and 


soak them overnight, put in. fresh cold 
water and let them come to a boll on the 
•rove; then change the water, add three 
pood adzed potatoes and four onions cut 
Into pieces and pepper and-salt to taste; 
when nearly cooked add a cupful of to- 
matoes and serve hot 


ITALIAN PONTO. 


Line a buttered pan with boiled maca- 


roni; over this pour a mixture of finely 
cut veal, chicken or tongue, one ounce of 
Parmesan or grated cheese, a cup- 
ful of rich cream, two eggs, a little lemon 
rind, nutmeg, pepperand salt and a bit of 
cayenne. Boll for half an hour, glaze and 
serve with a rich brown sauce or eravy. 


SCOTCH OATCAKE. 


Mix four teaspoonfuls of fresh or clari- 


fied butter with one- pound of coarse oat- 
meal, one teaspoonf ul of salt and enough 
warm water to make a stiff dough. 
Knead until smooth and then lay oil a 
board sprinkled with dry oatmeal; roll 
put thin with a fluted roller.cut Into round 
cakes and bake. 


SWEETBREAD FRITTERS. 


Cut the remains of cooked sweetbreads 


Into dice, add a little lemon Juice and 
paprika, dip in a thin frying batter and 
fry a rich brcwn- Garnish with parsley 
chopped fine. 


PICKLED SALMON. 


A nice v. ay to care for boiled salmon 


that Is left over from the dinner te to 
piokle it, as it will then keep nice for sev- 
eral days. Place the salmon, in a deep 
bowl or dish. Into a saucepan put a pint 
of vinegar with three or four blades at 
mace, a dozen cloves, a little whole all- 
spice and pepper, and let simmer gently 
for five minutes, bring to a boll and pour 
at once over the salmon. Tliere vktuld be; 
Just enough pickle to corerthe flab, \3ov-* 
er the bowl carefully and when cold »et 
away In the refrigerator until wanted fort 
the table. Oysters may be .ptekled la.* 
similar manner. 


BAKED LOBSTER IN SHEEE. 


Remove the meat from a two-pound! 


lobster without breaking up the body 
and tail shell and cut meat into small 
dice. Season with salt, cayenne, must- 
ard and lernon Juice, 
MeW; two table- 


upoonfuls of butter, add the same amount 
of flour and pour In gradually one CUR, 
and a half of hot milk; add the diced lob- 
eter, refill the tail and body shell, cover 
with bread crumbs and bake until th* 
crumbs are "well browned. Garnish witlj 
parsley and the small claw* ot the lob.

GERMAN PUDDING. 


Boil a strip of lemcfti peel In one pistol „ 


milk, and when the lat. _r la well fl»« . 
vored pour It over one-half a pound ot 
bread crumbs; when the crumbs are well. 
soaked beat In one egg, one ounce of but- 
ter and two ounces of sugar. Butter m 
pudding mold and put In a layer of tha 
above mixture, then a layer of stiff Jam,, 
and repeat until the mold is full, having 
the last layer of bread crumbs. Cover 
with a floured cloth and boil for one and 
a half hours. Serve with any goodiauce. 


CORN OYSTERS. 


Grate young corn; to every ptntof puKp 


allow two eggs, three tablespoanfuta of 
flour, salt and pepper to taste.

There 
are, to be sure, Moore and Mangain, in 
poetry; Will Carleton, Lever and Le- 
fanu in prose fiction, Justin McCarthy 
in. history. But none of these takes 
equal rank with the Anglo-Irish whom 
we have named. 


The second fact is that even the 


Anglo-Irish (I am not talking of the 
Anglo-Kelt) do not at the mere mo- 
ment maintain their ancient reputation 
in literature. 


They <are great *h other things, great 


as orators, great as forensic pleaders. 
In music Sia- Arthur Sullivan stands at 
the head of all Britons. 


But in pure literature Conan Doyle 


is the only considerable figure. He, by 
the way, was born in Edinburgh. There 


re indeed a number of minor novelists 
nd minor poets, chiefly women, but 
heir names are not such as spring im- 
mediately to the memory.

No one is so well entitled, perhaps no 


one is so well qualified, as Baron Pierre 
de Coubertin to write of the revival of 
the Olympian games, because It was 
through him that the movement origi- 
nated. The second series of these mod- 
ern cosmopolitan competitions in the 
outdoor sports of various nations will 
take place In Paris this summer and 
will form one of the great attractions 
connected with the exposition.

The bartenders met yes- 
terday and voted $50 for the strikers, 
with an assessment from all members 
of 50 cents a week to support the strike 
The union cutters who have worlc are 
also paying a stood sized assessment, 
and all the unions are expected to as- 
sist. 


Mr. Millard said today that the men 


he had working for him were being 
threatened by strikers, and has secured 
police protection for his men in going 
to and from work. He also says that 
the men who come to work for him are 
refused board and lodging by all the 
boarding houses in town.

Major Wood 
of RundJe's staff rode to a Boer outpost 
on June 6 and announced that Pretoria 
had been occupied by the British, How 
the Bows received the newa is not re- 
corded. Altogether 600 Boers have sur- 
rendered to General Bundle.

Married in Pittsfield 


It seems that a party of 30, InolwllM 


•dx women and one child, left Pao-Ting- 
Fu in 12 boats, under military atcort 
After traversing 50 mile* in safety they 
missed their way. The boats grounded, 
and the Boxers opened flre upon the un- 
fortunate occupants, using both rifles 
aud wooden cannon. The engineer* re- 
turned the tire effectively, and the party 
landed. One woman and three men got 
separated Irom thu main body. They 
were brutally killed. The survivors 
formed a square, with those able to beat 
arms outside and tht s»omen inside, and 
made oft toward Tien Tsin. They trav- 
eled three and a half days, fighting all 
the way. More than 2000 cartridges were 
expended, and a.inmunuiou waa running 
•hort. They t'Stimtitcd that they killed 
at least 100 rebels. The men behaved 
like heroes, rurrymg the women and 
children. One woman ot the party was 
close to maternity. Twelve miles from 
Tien Tsin three men disappeared, and 
were murdered. The survivors eventu 
ally met the rescue party, and, much ex 
hausted, they were escorted to Tien Tsin, 


The admirals at Taku,acting:in concert, 


are forcibly reopening the railway from 
Tien Tsin to Pekin. Gangs of laborers 
are repairing the damaged line, which u 
guarded by 1500 mea composed of de- 
tachments from the foreign fleet. Ona 
hundred Americana, under Captain Mc- 
Calla, are among them. They have gun« 
and armored trains for use when the 
line is repaired, which can hardly be 
effected before tonight. 


Ten thousand troops of all national 


Hies, according to a dispatch to Ths 
Daily Express, from Shanghai, will be 
sent to Pekin to back up the demands 
of the ministers upon the government, 
or, if necessary, to suppress the Boxera 
themselves. 


Sir Claude MacDonald, British min- 


ister to Pekin, aent the following tele- 
gram to Shanghai on June 7: "Tha 
movement against the foreigners, which 
has been Allowed to grow to such an ex- 
tent, has resulted in the burning of rail- 
way stations and in the interruption ot 
railway communication for five days. 
Two British missionaries and several 
foreign missionaries have been mur- 
dered in the district near Pekin. In the 
country round, numbers of converts 
have been murdered, and chapels have 
been pillaged and destroyed, while in the 
capital itself the British missionaries 
have been obliged to leave their houses 
and tb take refuge at the legation, which 
is defended by 75 marines. 


"The Chinese government is affected 


by these events so far as to tsend high 
officials to parley with the Boxers, but 
it does not show any intention of sum- 
marily suppressing them. Probably it 


i still has power to do so, but the throne 


is still strongly influenced, by sympathy 
with the movement, and the spirit of the 
troops is doubtful. All is well up to the 
present"

THE CHINESE QUESTION 


JamesCreelman Tells of the Sit- 


i 
uation IB the Empire. 


JIAP OF WOBLD MAY BE OHAHGED 


P*moum '' Cow»«»o»demt 
Predicts 


I That Cither Enck Great Nation 


I W1IJ Have a Chinese Colony by the 


', Bmplre'a DUiolntioa or That 


t, •!*. Will Seine Asia—Effect of Chl 
[;. Javanese War. 
* It Is no secret that the six great pow- 
ers of Europe have boen steadily pre- 
paring themselves for the breaking up 
of the Chinese empire. Japan and the 
[United States have also made ready 
for the collapse of the Mautchoo dynas- 
ty. 
Tbe whole world will feel the 


shock of the colossal events which are 
Impending in Asia, and the spray of 
missionary blood which has set fleets 
and troops in motion toward Tien-tsln 
Is but the first signal of a struggle that 
will probably involve every important 
nation, says James Creeloian in the 
New York Journal. This assemblage 
of warships in the gulf of Pe-chHi is 
not an accident. It is part of a plan 
matured long ago. It is the first step 
toward the partition of China and her 
400,000,000 Inhabitants among the great 
powers. 
Every Important statesman 


in Europe has predicted that the politi- 
cal roof of Asia would crash in this 
year or next year and that the first out- 
break against Christian missionaries 
would set the processes of dissolution 
in motion. 


The thing that Is about to happen 


will change the map of the world. It 
may overturn more tban one kingdom. 


During my stay In China last year I 


learned enough to know that civilized 
Europe had officially decreed the death 
of the empire. And when I reached 
Europe I found that the American em- 
bassadors in the great capitals had 
been instructed by Secretary Hay to 
secure from the governments to which 
they were accredited definite pledges 
that In the event of the breaking up of 
China the "open door" policy would 
hold in all new territory acquired by 
them. It was well understood that this 
agreement between the powers of the 
world, secured through the efforts of 
the United States, was made necessary 
by unmistakable evidence that China 
was powerless to resist the all engulf- 
ing movements of Russia, 


The fall of Poland gave the czar a 


window looking out on Europe. Then 
began the Russian movement toward 
Constantinople. The Black sea was to 
be the base of a great Russian fleet. 
This movement was checked by Eng- 
land, and the triple alliance formed un- 
der the presidency of the German em- 
peror has ever since resisted the efforts 
of Pan-Slavism to force a military out- 
let to the Mediterranean. Russia turn- 
ed her face from impregnable Europe 
to the far east. Her engineers planned 
the Siberian railway, a steam highway 
6,000 miles long. 
This was to give 


Russia the outlet in the Pacific that 
had been denied to her in Europe. Then 
came the CNno-Japanese war. Japan 
drove the Chinese army out of Korea, 
and aa army corps tinder Field Mar- 
shal Tamagata occupied the hermit 
peninsula. Japan crossed the Yellow 
sea and invaded Manchuria. Twenty- 
three thousand Japanese soldiers under 
Field Marshal Oyama conquered an 
empire of 400.COO.OOO. It Is true that the 
Japanese did not go beyond Port Ar- 
thur, Wei-hai-wel and Tien-chwang, 
but there is no doubt that Oyama's 
compact little lavading force could 
bave marched from one end of the Chi- 
nese empire to the other without meet- 
Ing effective opposition. I accompa- 
nied the field marshal and saw every- 
where complete and unmistakable evi- 
dence of the military .impotency of 
China. 
! The treaty of Shimonoseki gave a 
province of Manchuria, including the 
powerfully fortified harbors of Port 
Arthur and Talien Wan, to Japan. Rus- 
sia, backed by France and Germany, 
forced Japan to waive these territorial 
rights on the Chinese mainland. Then 
Russia moved swiftly. By supporting 
Ibe emperor of Korea against the rough 
lominatlon of the Japanese the czar's 
Influence became supreme in Korea, 
which adjoins Manchuria and will fur- 
nish a seaport termination for the Si- 
berian railway, a naval base free from 
Ice in winter weather. Russia guaran- 
teed and partly furnished the money 
for the heavy war indemnity exacted 
by Japan and thus acquired a hold on 
China. Presently the world was aston- 
ished by the news that China bad 
reded or leased for 99 years—virtually 
a sale—Talien Wan and Port Arthur, 
With its great dry dock for battleships. 


The meaning of the Siberian railway 


lawned on the mind of Europe. Rug- 
Han diplomacy was tireless, resistless. 
China yielded to Russia the right to 
build a railway from the main Siberian 
line down through Manchuria to Port 
Arthnr. And now Russia poured thou- 
sands of her soldiers under the thin 
pretense that they were railway police 
Into Manchuria. Today Manchuria is 
In effect a Russian/province. Inside of 
» year or 18 month* the great Siberian 
railway, which runs across the top of 
Asia, with spars touching Persia, 
northern India and China, will be com- 
pleted. Russia has something like 20,. 
900,000 men capable of bearing arms. 
Ibe can send 1,000,000 soldiers along 
Hie line of the Siberian railway, 2,000 
mllei away from the guns of British 
warships. She can concentrate troo;s 
ind warships In Port Arthur and Tall- 
to Wnn. within close striking distance 
:><.*«*.'•.«, xind .Ticn-tsln..•.•LW.'^.the 


Mil* India or China sad toon be In ft 
(xwltioa to menace all Europe. 


China is hopeless. Her tsung-tl-yameB 
la filled with doddering- old mandarins 
Intent upon blackmail and careless of 
the public interests. There IB to na- 
tional sentiment, practically no army 
or navy and no scheme of defense, ex* 
ternal or Internal. It It tbe past pas- 
sively restating the present and the fu- 
ture. The young emperor Is either 
dead or a prisoner, and the ruthless 
empress wields whatever power she 
can. All is confusion, corruption and 
decay in China. 
Strong European, 


statesmen bave attempted to save her 
by means of internal reforms, but they 
bave bad to give up the impossible 
task. The Chinese emperor, Kung-yu- 
wcl, a really enlightened and broad 
uiiuiled statesman, for a few daya got 
control of the Chinese throne, when the 
young emperor assumed power. 
He 


began to apply modern principles to 
Chinese problems in the hope of avert- 
ing tbe doom of his country. Too late! 
The empress seized the throne. Kung- 
yu-wei fled for bis life, and all his 
friends were butchered. 


The peace treaty between China and 


Japan opened many Chinese ports. Aa 
foreigners pressed into the Interior the 
Chinese grew more and more hostile. 
Missionary blood was shed. The Ger- 
man emperor seized Kiao-chau, and 
Great Britain took Wei-Hai-Wel, close 
to the Russian bases at Port Arthur 
and Talien Wan. The direct route to 
Peking and Tlen-tsln lies through the 
gulf of Pe-chi-li, past tbe Takn forts 
and up tbe Pe-ho river. Russia holda 
one side of this gulf, Great Britain and 
Germany the other side. All are ready 
to strike. Japan bos never forgiven 
Russia for taking away from her tbe 
Manchurian territory ceded by China, 
The Japanese government baa almost 
bankrupted itself in tbe effort to build 
• navy strong enough, to resist Russia. 


Japan has her revenge In sight. The 


United States has interests in the Phil- 
ippines and an eye for conquest or ac- 
quisition—whichever word may be 
more acceptable—in the threatened em- 
pire. And so tbe forces of deajh, greed, 
international Jealousy and sleepless 
ambition are gathering at the gateway 
of China. Tbis may be only the pre- 
liminary movement. It may "be suc- 
ceeded by months of diplomatic wran- 
gling and intrigue. But one thing is 
certain. The pressure on China will 
grow greater every day, that riots and 
disorders will increase, the desire for 
territory and trade will set tbe imagi- 
nation of all nations on fire, and then 
this year or nest year perhaps tbe old- 
est empire in the world will tumble 
down, and every great nation will have 
a Chinese colony. Either that or Rus- 
eia will seize Asia.

FIGHTING FILIPINOS. 


An American Officer1* Experience*. 


In Setting Up a New Government. 
Captain William Bennett, formerly 


witb tbe Sixth cavalry, is keeping up 
the reputation of officers of that organ- 
ization in tbe Sixteenth infantry, to 
which he was promoted some time ago, 
says the Cincinnati Commercial Trib- 
une. The Sixteenth is now posted at 
Aparri, in the island of Luzon, and de- 
tachments have frequent brushes with 
tbe insurrectos. A short time ago two 
companies of tbe Sixteenth, C, com- 
manded by Captain Newton, and E, 
commanded by Captain Bennett, left 
Aparri to make a short trip into tbe 
surrounding country. They proceeded 
up a river in cascoes, tbe native boats, 
and after two days' voyage discovered 
a force of about 250 rebels about three 
miles away. 


Tbe order to attack was given at 


once, and Lieutenant Gordon, with a 
portion of Company E, formed tbe ad- 
vance guard, supported by Captain 
Bennett witli the balance of tbe compa- 
ny. After forcing their way Into tbe 
wilderness some distance tie soldiers 
were fired on by the rebels, and Lieu- 
tanant Gordon was shot through the 
leg. He held his position until the ar- 
rival of Captain Bennett witb support, 
wbo rushed the insurgents out of their 
concealment and drove them toward 
Milaug. 


The next day tbe town was entered, 


and it \r»s discovered that about 20 of 
the rebels had been killed and a large 
number wounded. 
The pursuit was 


kept up for two days and two engage- 
ments fought. Since being in tbe Phil- 
ippines Captain Bennett has been call- 
ed on to administer tbe oath of office to 
several of the native town officers and 
has had several odd experiences. At 
one place the wives of the councilmen, 
learning that tbe Americans Intended 
to take pictures of their husbands, in- 
sisted that theirs also be taken. Ac- 
cordingly they arranged themselves for 
portraits before 6 o'clock In the morn- 
ing, having remained up nearly all 
night for fear that the Americans 
would leave before performing that Im- 
portant work. A matter of etiquette 
interfered samewbat, as none of the 
women wanted to stand while others 
were seated. There were too many to 
be Included to permit all to be seated, 
and the officers had to argue the mat- 
ter before they decided that their dig- 
nity was not being infringed.

One Of- the qttamrt " institutions" 


of toe national capital is the annual 
clearance salo of tho dosfl letter office, 
in which a Taut accumulation of article! 
gone astirey in the mails is sold to tbe 
highest bidden. The auction booso 
where it is held is continually crowded 
with excited men, women and children, 
and beside it the bargain counters dur- 
ing the holidays are as havens of rest, 
for when Uncle Sam goes into tbe junk- 
chop bwiness great things are expect- 
ed. As in the church fair raffle, you 
pay & snmll amount of money and trust 
to luck to get back more than its value. 
The articles, previously listed in a 
wholesale sort of way, are tied up in 
bundles of from three to a half dozen 
and "auctioned" for what they will 
bring, the average bids ranging between 
10 cents arid a dollar. 


Nobody is permitted to examine the 


goods before purchasing, and no money 
is refunded to the disstvtisfieC Every- 
body hopes to pull a genuine plum from 
tlie pio in tbe shape of a diamond ring, 
a silk dress pattern or a silver teapot, 
and although comparative blanks are 
the rule, there is always the possibility 
of a prize. For example, the auctioneer 
holds iip one of these odd shaped bun- 
dles, listed "pictures, underwear, mu- 
sic, cigars." Going—going—gone—for 
00 cents to a dapper young gentleman 
who was caught by the word "cigar." 
He opens it on the sport—an unwise 
thing to do if one objects to good natured 
ridicule—and this is what he finds: Six 
cigars, broken into bits with so strong 
an odor that one wonders how a sledge 
•hammer could bave done it; underwear 
—a female 10 cent "jersey;" pictures— 
a collection of newspaper outs designed 
for amusement of some small child. 
The lot would be dear at a quarter and 
is of no use to the buyer. 


In the dead letter office proper—that 


charnel house which swallows nearly 
half a million missives every month—it 
ii. positively harrowing. More tban 40 
bushels of photographs have accumu- 
lated there, awaiting the annual crema- 
tion. There are 'tresses' of hair enough 
to stuff a dozen mattresses, grandmoth- 
ers' silver locks and babies' golden curls, 
many no doubt cut from dead brows, 
and small sums of money which poor 
workmen send home to feed their wives 
and little ones, and servant girls save 
from their scanty wages for needy par- 
ents—gone to Uncle Sam's rich purse, 
not because the United States wants it, 
but because the senders' writing or or- 
thography was beyoad mortal ken. It is 
hard to realize that iu this land of 
schools, at the close of the nineteenth 
century, there are so many people EO 
ignorant or so careless as to send several 
millions of letters a year without stamps 
or addresses or with addresses which no 
man can make out. People seem to be 
so intent on what goes into the letters 
that they forget all about the superscrip- 
tion. It is estimated that $4,500,0 DO in 
drafts and $80,000,000 in cash is receiv- 
ed every year through dead letters.—In- 
dianapolis Journal. 


.Reversing 


The reversibility of the physical proc- 


esses of nature has latterly been the 
subject of interesting, cerement. Lord 
Kelvin, for exaifiple, h'as been credited 
vitb saying that all cf them, no matter 
bow compJes they might appear to the

It seems that by their aid. one can read- 
ily determine whether diamonds are 
real or false, for the rays pass quite 
through real diamonds, leaving them, 
transparent, and not at all through false 
ones. A real parnre when photographed 
would show only the mounting, but in 
a false one all the stones would turn 
out black. Strangely enough, the X raya 
will not penetrate glass. Eyeglasses, if 
photographed, come out black. This 
proved useful in the case of a Vienna 
glassworker who got a bit of glass into 
his finger. By the aid of the rays it was 
discovered, extracted and the workman 
cuied.--—S*. i-Jiiea .Qsaciis......

European Authorities Are Trying- to 


Stop Bird Murderer*. 


In view of the pending legislation In 


congress for tbe protection of birds, 
a letter on the subject, just received 
at the department of state in Wash- 
ington from Consul General Dubois, 
at St. Gall, Switzerland, is of special 
interest, says tbe St Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. Mr. Dubois writes that a law 
was enacted prohibiting the trapping 
or killing of song b!01s or the robbing 
or molesting of their nests in any part 
of the Alpine republic. But in northern 
Italy bird murder is epidemic and this 
spring baa spread over the Swiss Ital- 
ian canton of Teasln, where the wil- 
low wren, hedge sparrow, black cap, 
swallow, nightingale end little singers 
of all kinds are victims of the trap, 
the net and the gun. 


As tbe seasons come and go, the 


Swiss birds make their pilgrimage 
south, and in going and returning 
across northern Italy and the Swiss 
canton of Tessin they are mercilessly 
pursued by hunters of all ages and all 
classes. On t*ac Lake of Maggiore it 
is estimated that at least 60,000 of the 
feathered songsters are trapped or kill 
ed every year, and in the region around 
about Bergamo, Verona, Ghiavena and 
Brescia many millions, are indiscrimi- 
nately slaughtered to'satisfy tbe de- 
mand of tbe tables and of the millinery 
establishments of the world. 


One of the schemes is to cover the 


timbs of trees and of the rocks, and 
even the telegraph wires along the 
line of the bird migrations with a cer- 
tain paste of such adhesive qualities 
that whenever the birds stop in their 
flight for rest or food they are held 
helpless captives. Hundreds are often 
captured in a very-email space by this 
simple means. 


During the past year the border pe- 


lice of Tessin captured and destroyed 
13,000 bird traps set to Imprison these 
weary little fliers. The authorities are 
being urged to take the most rigorous 
measures to suppress the evil. The 
criminal courts are having many more 
bird law violation cases than formerly, 
and bird catching and killing crimes, 
•which in former years were either over- 
looked or punished only slightly, an 
now.dealt w

"If the plans I*como»«nde4 by the 


board ot army ofifcors for the enlarge- 
ment of Fort Laavenworth and ap- 
proved by the war d»p»rtuent are car- 
ried out, and I have the best of rea- 
son to believe that is the intention ot 
the secretary of war, the Port Leaven- 
vortb military reservation trill, within 
the next three yean, have within Its 
limits the greatest military establish- 
ment of the world," were the words 
used by Captain Daniel B. McCarthy, 
assistant quartermaster United States 
army, who arrived recently 
from 


Washington to take charge of the con- 
struction of the buildings to be erected 
this year in accordance with the ap- 
proved plans and to cost $300,000* says 
the Kansas City Times. 


"You 
may say," added the captain, 


"that the much talked of war college 
IB the 'Infantry and cavalry school* of 
Leaven-worth. This school will soon be 
of age, and, having outgrown its youth- 
ful name, the new designation is desir- 
able and In keeping with its purpose 
and much more definite in descrip- 
tion." 


The buildings to be constructed and 


for which bids will be opened in a few 
days are only a fraction of the im- 
provements to be made. It is estimat- 
ed that $1,000,000 or more will be ex- 
pended before the last building is un- 
der roof. The board which met here 
last March prepared a plan of the pres- 
ent garrison, showing location of pres- 
ent and locations of all buildings neces- 
sary to quarter 2,000 men of different 
arms of the service, not including the 
hundreds of officers to be sent here for 
instruction and belonging to the regu- 
lar organizations. 


Captain McCarthy brought with him 


the plans for the buildings to be erect- 
ed at once as well as the plans showing 
location of all other buildings to be 
constructed in connection with the en- 
largement of the school. The largest 
of the buildings to be erected this year 
is the hospital. This building, when 
completed, including all equipments, 
will cost close on to $100,000. It Is to 
be the most complete army hospital In 
the world. The light artillery barracks 
will be erected on the line west of the 
present infantry barracks, requiring 
the immediate tearing down of the first 
three frame quarters of the west end 
and the frame' 'structures in the rear 
of these buildings! The gun shed and 
stable for the battery will be in the 
rear and north of the battery barracks. 
The quarters for 32 single officers will 
be placed opposite Schofleld hall, fac- 
ing west, and immediately south of 
this building will be placed five dou- 
ble sets of officers' quarters, Eight 
double sets of officers' quarters will be 
erected west of Grant avenue, facing 
the east and commencing at Pope ave- 
nue, running north toward Grant's 
statue. Two new cavalry stables will 
be placed north of the present line of 
stables, but will each contain a larger 
number of horses. 


It is proposed next year to begin the 


erection of infantry barracks for one 
regiment This building will be placed 
south of Pope avenue, facing south 
and beginning at the intersection of 
Pope and Grant avenues, running 
west The avenue will be to the rear 
of the new buildings, and a new road 
Is to be built in front of the quarters. It 
will be In three sections, one for each 
battalion. The high knoll between 
this building and Merritt lake will be 
leveled and a new parade made run- 
ning all the way west to the cemetery. 


The present Infantry barracks will 


be need for the accommodation of a 
mountain battery, a company of engi- 
neers, a signal corps detachment and 
poqgfbly the siege battery. A. gun shed 
and stables wiH be erected west of 
similar structures for the light bat- 
tery, white a gun shed and stables for 
the mountain battery will be placed 
along McPherson avenue, facing the 
south and immediately west of the 
post guardhouse. 


The old stone building to the north- 


east corner of the Sumner place will be 
torn down and a new double set of offi- 
cers' quarters erected In its stead. 
Thomas and McPherson balls are to be 
torn down and replaced by tbree dou- 
ble sets of quarters facing to the west 
and three double sets of quarters plac- 
ed on the line in rear of the two halls 
racing the east Around the square in 
which stand- the quarters of the com- 
mandant nine sets of officers' quarters 
am to be put up, three facing Pope av- 
enue, tbree facing Grwfc avenue and 
three facing Meade avenue. 


The two small brick cottages west of 


tbe west end parade and facing the 
east will be torn down and the parade 
extended to the bluff, making it the 
largest and finest parade in the United 
States. As this parade is only divided 
by Pope avenue on the south from the 
parade to be built for tbe Infantry 
there will be an opportunity to drill an 
entire brigade without inconvenience. 
The present post headquarters, or ad- 
ministration building, will be torn 
down and a handsome circular building 
erected wftbtn tbe plot southeast of the 
Grant statue aud known as tbe trian- 
gle. All of tbe buildings will be pre- 
pared for electric lighting. 


TO DESTROY PRAIRIE DOGS. 


Kow lUthod DtocoTews* In T«XM «• 


Overcome the Peat. 


The prairie dog pest, wbtcb baa caus- 


ed the farmers and stockmen ot the 
Panhandle section ef Texas severe 
loans during the past several years, is 
fast being eradicated. The Hon. J. C. 
Peery of Baylor county, member of the 
state legislature, who introduced a bill 
at the last session «f tbat body, provid- 
ing for tbe extermlmatlon of all the 
prairie dogs la the state, has been 
spending a tew days in Augtta. He 
says that wbiUr he regrets that his bill 
did not become a law and thereby 
make tbe killing of the pratrfo dogs 
compulsory, yet a new method of kill- 
ing the little animals has been discov- 
ered and in being generally adopted by 
the farmers and stockmen throughout 
the pest stricken section. 


"It was discovered several months 


ago," Mr. Peery said to a reporter of 
the Chicago Record, "that the animals 
could be exterminated by suffocation, 
tbe method being to saturate a piece of 
cotton with bisulphide of carbon. This 
Is dropped In the prairie dogs' mound 
and covered over. It rapidly gener- 
ates a gas which has a tendency to 
penetrate downward into every comer 
of the underground chambers occupied 
by the parent dogs and their young, 
giving them a quick and easy death. 
Millions of prairie dogs have been kill- 
ed in this manner during the past few 
months. A number of men have taken 
hold of the work as a regular business, 
and they take contracts to rid farms 
and ranches of the pest at the extreme- 
ly low rate of 4 cents per acre, or $25 
per section. Inasmuch as the animals 
destroyed fully 50 per cent of the 
grass and wheat in the Panhandle sec- 
tion, the landowners can well afford 
to pay the low price demanded for get- 
ting rid of the little pests. The only 
difficulty about making the riddance 
permanent is that the railroad compa- 
nies and state own vast tracts of land 
In the Panhandle, and there is no ef- 
fort being made to exterminate the 
prairie dogs on these lands. 
They 


propagate very rapidly and are contin- 
ually migrating from one section into 
another. 
It will therefore take con- 


stant work to keep the dogs oft those 
sections of lands which adjoin the rail- 
road and state lands. The state and 
railroads should be forced to extermi- 
nate the pests on their own lands, and 
if that was done the complete eradica- 
tion of tbe pest in Texas would soon be 
accomplished." 


Previous to the discovery that the 


prairie dogs could be easily killed by 
the fumes of bisulphide of carbon the 
principal method of exterminating 
them was by trapping and poison. Thla 
was such a slow process, however, that 
comparatively little headway was 
made. 


JUDGE ALDRICH'S FEAT. 


Shot tbe Rapid* at Beechev** Full*, 


M. H., la a Lumberman'* Canoe. 
Judge E. S. Aldrich of the United 


States circuit court recently 
rode 


through the rips below Beecher's falls, 
near Colebrook, N. H., in a lumber- 
man's canoe, a feat that is rarely un- 
dertaken at this time of the year ex- 
cept by experienced boatmen, says the 
New York Sun. He came through the 
whirling white water in safety a hall 
mile below the starting point at the 
foot of the falls, and, although drench- 
ed to the skin, was delighted with the 
novel sensation of being tossed about 
like an eggshell at the mercy of. the 
waves. 


The 40,000,000 foot log drive of tbe j 


Connecticut Valley Lumber company 
passed Beecher's falls the other day, 
with 600 men in charge, but several 
boat crews that had been at work in 
the streams, picking up the floating 
logs, came over the falls tbe other day. 
Judge Aldrich saw the canoes pass the 
rips and induced the crew of the last 
boat to carry him as a passenger. The 
boatmen took him at his own risk, and 
the canoe dashed through at railroad 
speed, shipping barrels of water, but 
landing the judge in safety. 


Southern Bird* Being Ehrtontiaated. 


Effects of plume hunting and pot 


shooting in tbe southern states for the 
northern market are starting!? shown 
by the bird census returns from Flori- 
da and Texas, says the New York Tel- 
egraph. Since the year 1885 feathered 
life in the southern peninsula state; 
has decreased 77 per cent while the' 
diminution in the Lone Star State is 
only 2 per cent less. Florida is now 
trying to do something to protect its 
birds. Agricultural interests have suf- 
fered so severely on account of the 
slaughter the state authorities have 
been aroused.

Among other thing* he maintained that 
tbe ripe fruit pickled is now rapidly 
taking tbe place of the gr*e» article 
wherever it la Introduced. TUs should 
be of great importance to GvCfonria, 
for while tbat state cannot compete 
with the lS*dit»rraittan omfitriea in 
the green olrv« its ripe fruit I* said to 
be tar superior to flavor to th* import 
«d article. 


Ottvos as & foodvtutt deaerve much 


more recognition than they bave re- 
ceived hitherto. In oriental countries 
where meat is scarce and but sparing- 
ly eaten olKc* seem to be a most val- 
uable substitute for animal food. Phy- 
sicians, we believe, recommend the ripe 
olive for patients with weak digestion, 
and it asserted tbat it is of great value 
in klflney and liver affections. An ar- 
ticle of food which is both highly nu- 
tritious and possessing medicinal qual- 
ities deserves general attention. 


It is difficult to understand why the 


green olives should be preferred gen- 
erally to tbe ripe fruit. The roaming 
sons of Arabia eat all kinds of fruit 
green in the belief tbat the "strength 
of youtU" thus passes from the fruit to 
the consumer, but that consideration 
does not obtain iu western enlightened 
countries. But Mr. Eh man explains 
this puzzle. 
According to him the 


preparation of the ripe olive for the 
market Is a delicate and somewhat 
dangerous task. The ripe olive on the 
tree, he says, is a handsome black 
berry, but contains an acid as bitter as 
quinine, go that strangers never eat 
more than oae raw ripe olive. This 
acid must be neutralized and expelled 
and without injuring the quality of 
tbe fruit or the oil. A strong solution 
of lye is used, and herein lies the dan- 
ger both to product and to pickler. If 
tbe olive is left too long in the solution, 
the berry turns to a very nice quality 
of soft soap, so that a difference of 
one-half hour will ruin tbe crop and in- 
cidentally the pickler. Besides this. 
should any .of tbe lye splash on tbe 
bands or in tbe eyes tbe effect can be 
easily imagined. After tbe lye process 
come several rinsings la clear, cold 
water, and after several days '.n a 
strong salt brine the olive is ready for 
tbe table. 


This being tbe case, it is easy to un- 


derstand that exporters should prefer 
to ship the green berry to the risk in- 
Tolved in the preservation of the ripe 
one. But it is self evident that the 
former is inferior In quality. The sub- 
ject is not without interest to Utah, 
where the value of pure olive oil is so 
highly appreciated.
